have carefully examined and audited the foregoing statement, 
to which the Selectmen of the town of Lebanon have affixed 
their respective names, and the vouchers of each and every item 
therein contained, and believe them to be correct. The vouch- 
ers, consisting of the paid coupons of the Town Bonds, of the

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


DISTRICT No. 1. 


Winter Term only. Miss Vienna Mack. Miss Mack, a pupil of 
the Stute Normal School, has important qualifications for the work to _ 
which she has devoted her life. Her school was successful. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


The spring term of the schools in this district opened with better 
accommodations than for some years past, the house having under- 
gone extensive repairs without and within. By vote of the district, 
the teachers were supplied with a full set of the text-books used in 
their respective departments, and cards were provided for the use of 
the teachers in making frequent reports of the condition of the 
school to its patrons. A new map of the world and United States 
was provided for the Primary Department. 

PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. This school has been under the careful 
training of Miss Mary C. Morris, during the year. The Committee 
has always found the school in order and faithfully at work, and the 
results of the year’s labor are alike creditable to teacher and pupils. 
The attendance has been punctual. 

HIGHER DEPARTMENT. Each term has found this school under a 
new teacher. This seemed to be a necessity, and was no fault of the 
Committee. The evils resulting trom the changes have been less, 
since all the teachers were so competent. 

Spring Term. Miss Mary A. Emerson. She has a rare tact in 
disciplining her school. The year was started right in respect to order 
and habits of study. The attendance was fair and the results were . 
satisfactory. 
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Summer Term. Miss Esta E. Baldwin. She continued the work 
successfully commenced. A superior scholar herself, Miss Bald- 
win secured good habits of study on the part of her pupils. 
The school appeared better in this respect than it had for several 
terms past. The attendance, however, was not as good as during 
the preceding term, when the stimulus of a prize had been tried to 
correct the evils of tardiness and absence. 

Winter Term. Charles M. Stevens. By the vote of the district at 
the opening of the year it was decided to have a male teacher during 
the winter session. Mr. Stevens proved himself a faithful teacher 
and disciplinarian, and was seccessful. But the chronic evil of this 
department, irregular attendance, came on at the opening of the 
term, and continued till its close, and the evil is so great that the 
Committee feel compelled to call special attention to it. It cannot 
surely be a necessity | There is nothing so peculiar in the condition 
and business of the patrons of this school as to justify such a record 
as that of the past winter. Your Committee has been for the last 
twenty years a large part of the time accustomed to visit schools, and 
has been familiar with their statistics, but has never seen a record so 
marred before. During the first week with a school of twenty ‘pu- 
pils, there were forty-five instances of tardiness and absence — of 
these only six were absent during the entire session, the rest were 
cases of tardiness. The remaining ten weeks of term time did not 
differ essentially, as the following numbers will show, including both 
cases of absence and tardiness: 56, 80, 76, 95, 84, 91, 106, 74, 63, 86. 
‘During this period of the school there were enrolled twenty-two pu- 
pils. Now, allowing ten sessions a week for each pupil, and an esti- 
mate for the whole term shows that the absences and tardinesses cover 
more than thirty-five per cent. of all the sessions. Can this instability 
be a necessity? Taking the loss to the pupils by absence two or 
three days in each week, or tardiness one-third of the time, and the 
interruption of school duties and order occasioned by it, and it will 
not be extravagant if we estimate a loss of twenty-five per cent in 
the benefits of the school. If ‘‘a word to the wise is sufficient,” it is 

hoped that the foregoing facts will avail to cure the evils complained. 
of. 
DISTRICT No. 3. 

Miss Sophia Stearns has been employed in this district during the 
entire year. Every visit of the Committee has found the school in 
good order, and making commendable progress. There has been 
some neglect on the part of the parents to provide the books recom- 
mended by the Committee. This has multiplied classes and increas- 
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ed the labors of the teacher, neither of which can the district afford. 
Under Miss Stearns’ judicious management this school has had a. 
“prosperous year. ‘The school hours have been enlivened by an oc- 
casional school song, an exercise which we most heartily commend ; 
and the children in this district have been unusually successful in 
this exercise. Until the time comes when the town shall employ a 
music teacher to visit all our schools, as is the custom in many 
places, we would recommend giving such teachers as will qualify 
themselves to give instruction in music an increase of salary for this 
service. 
DISTRICT No. 4. 

This school is yet without a suitable school-room. 

Spring Term. Miss Emma J. Hall. The school was gathered 
into a chamber of a dwelling house. The faithful labors of the 
teacher secured as good order and as much progress as could have 
been expected under the circumstances. 


Winter Term. Samuel P. Wood. School commenced in an old 
hut near the mill. It is to be hoped that the district will not be satis- 
fied much longer with such wretched accommodations for their chil- 
dren. It is simply an iggpossibility to have any good habits of study 
formed, to maintain ordéf, or conduct recitations successfully. Chil- 
dren will not be much impressed with the worth of an education 
when so little is done by the patrons of the school to encourage them 
in their efforts to get it. Mr. Wood is a patient and faithful teacher, 
and the school appeared remarkably well at its close. Both teacher. 
and pupils deserve great credit for laboring so faithfully under dis-, 
advantages. 

DISTRICT No. 5. 

- This school has had two terms, both under the care of the same 
teacher, Miss Mary M. Wood, who has done a good work for the 
district, and confirmed the impressions of the Committee that she has 
special qualifications for a teacher of children and youth. 

The districts on the western border of the town have been supplied 
with excellent teachers during the year, without exception. It is a 
pity that three of them, districts 1, 4 and 5, cannot have better accom- 
modations for their children. Considerations of health, as well as of 
successful study, seem to demand more commodious school-rooms. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 


Summer Term. Miss Nellie L. Clough. In this small school 
Miss Clough did most excellent service. Weshould be glad to see 
her teaching one of our larger schools. 
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Winter Term. Miss Alice E. Hazeltine. A pains-taking, faithful 
teacher. Her school was profitable. This is the smallest school in 
the town. It has been fayored with good teachers. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


Winter Term only. Miss Esta Baldwin. The labors of this 
teacher in this school were no less earnest and successful than they 
had been in District No. 2. Her school, though small, contained 
some quite advanced scholars, which she showed herself fully com- 
petent to instruct. Her school-room was an inviting place. 


DISTRICT No. 8. 


Summer Term. Miss Addie J. Hersey. This, we believe, was 
Miss Hersey’s first school. She gave good satisfaction. 

Winter Term. ,Miss Emma A. Eaton. Her labors were so satisfac- 
tory that the district would have been pleased to have the term ex- 
tended beyond the time for which she had engaged. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Summer Term. Miss Grace L. Wood. ‘The term was too short 
to be of much profit. The Committee madgan attempt once to see 
the school, and found it closed for a day or ®... The attempt was 
made the second time, when, to our surprise, the school was found 
closed permanently. 

Winter Term. Miss Evelyn M. Jones. A wide-awake, capable 
teacher, of experience, and aclear record. The school was an ex- » 


,cellent one. 
DISTRICT NO. 10. | 


Miss Ella F. Parmelee, who taught this school successfully during 
the previous year, was the teacher for nearly the whole of this year. 
Frequent visits to Miss Parmelee’s school have prepared us to con- 
firm the judgment of the last year’s Committee as to her good quali- 
fications as a teacher. As an instructor, we think her one of the 
first class. 

The Swmmer and Fall Terms were satisfactory, but early in the 
Winter Term troubles began to be developed, the final result of 
which was that the teacher closed the school a week or two before 
the time for it to close. We cannot afford the space to recite the 
history of these troubles. The Committee regretted that Miss Par- 
melee could not finish her term, but do not wonder that she became 
exceedingly discouraged. We think that, in the troubles, her con- 
duct in the main was judicious, and that no stain should rest upon 
her record as teacher. 
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Miss Emma Harris, a teacher of much experience, and good suc- 
cess, was employed to teach four weeks after the close of Miss Par- 
melee’s work. 

DISTRICT NO. 11. 

This school has been peculiarly unfortunate, on account of the 
abrupt termination of the labors of two of the teachers. 

Summer Term. Miss Myra E. Williams. She was succeeding 
well with her school, when, at the end of the third week she was 
obliged by illness to close it. 

Fall Term. Miss Helen M. Hough. With small experience as a 
teacher, Miss Hough commenced her work, but by care Ay faithful. 
ness made her school a success. 

Winter Term. Miss Florence L. Jackman. After ernite five 
weeks, on the ground of poor health, she closed her labors. She 
had won the esteem of her pupils and was doing well. Mrs. Alma 
Babbitt, a teacher who 1s at home in the school-room, was secured to 
finish out a term of twelve weeks. She labored with her accustomed 
zeal. 

DISTRICT NO. 12. 

Summer Term. Miss Clara M. Jones. An excellent disciplina- 
rian. She rendered goof#service. Miss Jones had quite. a number 
of Alphabet pupils. The number of her classes was too large to 
permit her to give them the time they needed. 

Fall and Winter Terms. Miss Hattie Freeman. We think Miss 
Freeman one of our most promising young teachers. She evidently 
loves the work, and labors earnestly for the benefit of her pupils. 
Of her ways in the school-room we can speak in high commendation. 

The Committee would say, in praise of this school, and of that in 
District No. 11, that, whenever visited, whoever was the teacher, 
they were models of good deportment. 


DISTRICT NO. 18. 

Miss Emma F. Farnham has been employed in this school during 
the year. Her lady-like bearing in the school-room, and the great 
interest taken by her in her school, won for her the regard of her 
pupils, and she has done a good work. Some little unpleasantness 
arose in this school in the winter term, but we think it suffered no 
great damage from it. 


UNION DISTRICT NO. 14 and 15. 


HicgH DEPARTMENT. J. H. Noyes has served as teacher in this 
department, and as head of the schools of the district, during the 
year. Mr. Noyes was not unknown in our community when he 
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commenced his work here in April last. The Prudential Committee, 
in inducing him to take this position, showed that they were not 
unconscious of the expectations of the people who had voted money 
for a new school-building, and that they had the interests of the 
district at heart. Mr. Noyes needs no commendation from us. We 
take pleasure in saying heis raising our schools to a plane which 
they have not heretofore occupied. We regret the embarrassment 
under which, during the winter term, this school and the others in 
the new building, suffered, from the fact that, owing to some defect 
in the heating arrangements, the school-rooms were not at all times 
properly warmed. In this department, Miss Louise Bugbce, and 
afterwards Miss E. Bella White, were employed as assistants, in the 
winter term. The services of both were eminently satisfactory. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. Miss Nellie F. Smalley, and Miss Frances 


M. Smith. Both were employed during the year. It is needless for 
us to speak at lenyth of these teachers, who are so well known to 
Lebanon people. Their success was trully equal to that achieved in 
previous terms. 

INTERMEDIATE SCHOOLS. Summer Term. Miss Mary E. Craw- 
ford, Israel A. Blair. Miss Crawford’s school was under good 
government, and her pupils made good prdvress. Mr. Blair taught 
on the North side. It is our judgment that his school was not of 
great profit. He neglected to return his Register to the Committee, 
and had no legal right to draw pay for his services. The same may 
be said of Miss Mack, in District No. 1. 

Winter Term. Miss Mary E. Crawford, Miss Jennie L. Gifford, 

Miss Etta Chandler. Miss Crawford’s second term was fully as 
successful as her first. Of Miss Gifford as an instructor, we can 
speak well. We think the advancement of her pupils was quite good. 
Miss Chandler, as Mr. Blair’s successor on the North side, was very 
laborious and painstaking. Her interest in her pupils was great, and 
she early acquired and retained their good will. 

PRIMARY SCHOOLS. Summer Term. Miss Etta Chandler, Miss 
Mary L. Durkee. Miss Chandler’s schoo] was very large, and the 
accommodations in the old building were wretched. She labored 
diligently. This was her first school. Miss Durkee, on the North 
Side, had almost a model school. She is eminently adapted to the 
work of teaching the little ones. 

Winter Term. Miss Lizzie M. Cushman, Miss Mary L. Durkee. 
Miss Cushman succeeded admirably. She possesses rare tact in 
governing and instructing small pupils. Miss Durkee continued in 
her old place, and had fine success., , 
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DISTRICT NO. 16. 


Summer Term. Miss Hattie A. Freeman. Though the school 
was small, Miss Freeman entered into the work with zeal, and had a 
very profitable term. . 

Winter Term. Alla F. Newton. A fair school. We think good 
was accomplished. 

In concluding our report, we would congratulate the citizens of 
Lebanon upon the completion of the excellent school-building which 
now adorns School St., in our thriving Centre. It is a work long 
needed. And now, as the character of the building is of far less 
consequence than that of the work done in it, we venture to urge 
upon the Prudential Committee of District 14 and 15 in particular, 
and the Prudential Committees of our town generally, that they 
- employ in our schools only teachers of the right stamp. Let us not 
be ‘penny wise and pound foolish.” Let us remember it is univer- 
sally true, that to pay well for a good thing is cheaper than to obtain 
a poor thing at little cost.
